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Comments on Japanese Utility Model Laying-Open No. 6-78411 



A sound-absorbing thermal insulating material is provided which is 
used for architectural lining or lining for an air conditioner and which has 
an excellent humidification effect, no condensation, no contamination by 
mold and such, and superior moisture-absorption/releasing characteristics, 
thermal insulation characteristic, and sound absorption characteristics. 

In the sound-absorbing thermal insulating material, a skin layer 3 
made of a nonwoven fabric treated with an acrylic-based polymer is spot 
glued onto a surface of a sound- absorbing thermal insulating base material 
lby a flame-retardant adhesive 2, and end portions 4 of the skin layer 3 are 
folded over to the back side and attached thereto, or four corner end portions 
5 of the skin layer 3 are folded over to the back side and attached in a 
frame-like manner. 
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
